France is a parliamentary republic. 
The houses of Congress play a very 
influential part in the government. 
The ministry has a President (at 
present, M. Millerand) and the Prime 
Minister, as he is called, has charge 
of everything and is the virtuai ruler 
of the nation.

\ have known M. Deschan! for a 
He was born outside of 
France in exile, while his father was 
a politica) fugitive. The tyranny of 
Napoleon III had either shot or im- 
prisoned all the supporters of the 
second French Republic proclaimed 
in 1848. The Republicans who man- 
aged to escape the persecution went 
wandering through Europe. At their 
head could be counted the creator of 
Jean Valjean—vVictor Hugo. 


His Father in Exile. 


Among such exiles was (Prof. 
Emile Deschanel, a famous lecturer, 
remembered as the first man to suc- 
ceed in keping a fashionable and 
frivolous audience quiet for a whole 
hour while he orated on 
more exciting than literature. 

Prof. Deschanel’s son came into 
the world in the midst of all the 
poverty and obscurity of an emigre’s 

fe. Such a birth promised neither 

mfort nor fame, Yet it would seem 
that the good fairies of glory anid 
fortune both waited at the cradle- 
side of Paul Deschanel, Victor 
Hugo, Edgard Quinet, and all tho 
most celebrated of the Republican 
fugitives greeted his birth as though 
they had been his godfathers. Later,

to France, young Deschanel found 
the broad and easy road to success 
opening before him. 

The future President was a hand- 
some man. Some people have found 
too much delicacy and softness in his 
Slegant appearance. Women, for 
their part, found him exceedingly 
attractive. To (good looks he added 
a talent for readily grasping the es- 
sentials of all branches of learning 
and a surprising facility for public 
speaking—a gift, doubtless, inherit 
ed from his father, the noted lectur- 
er. In demeanor and manner of liv- 
ing Paul Deschanel has been spoken 
of as the “Prince of the Third Re- 
public.” He affected the courtly 
Speech and bearing of a gentleman 
of the ancient court at Versailles 
and, in fact, he introduced something 
of the spirti of Louiv XIV’'s age into 
the modern democracy of France.

“IRREDEEMABLE FAILURE.” 
Mr. Harding has pronounced the League of Na- 
tions an “irredeemable failure.” This verdict has 
been. rendered in his latest speech, which the publie 
has been awaiting with expectancy. In the publicity 
given it, {t was to be the candidate’s greatest effort, 
in which he was to dispel the obscurity of his own 
and his party’s position on the great issue of the 
world’s aspiration for a just and permanent peace. 

The verdict which he has rendered against the 
League is derived from a process of reasoning from 
which the intelligence of the American people will 
turn with disappointment, not unmixed with resent- 
ment. Shallow and specious are the mildest terms 
which, in honest criticism, can be applied to such 
lack of information or deliberate misstatement of 
facts, bizarre hypotheses and amazing conclusions. 

In the blundering of Poland Mr. Harding finds 
the League of Nations has failed utterly and irre- 
trievably, and vindication, also, for the Senate’s re- 
fusal, under the Lodge leadership, to ratify. the cove- 
nant presented by Mr. Wilson. The League of Na- 
tions has impotently left Poland to face ruin and 
destruction, Mr. Harding says, despite its solemn 
pledges to protect its members and proteges. But had 
the United States joined the League by the Senate’s 
ratification the other nations would have assumed 
that we could readily come to Poland’s aid with mu- 
nitions and men, and under the authority of Article 
XK we should have been called upon to do so, and 
under the obligations of that provision we should 
have had no choice but to answer the call. 
| It is hardly conceivable that the pressure of cam- 
paign duties has prevented Mr. Harding from even 
glancing at the news from Europe, but what other 
exicuse can be offered for unfamiliarity with the rudi- 
mentary facts of the League’s attitude towards Poland 
and its freedom of any covenanted responsibility? 
Alone of ordinarily informed men he seemingly does 
not know that Poland, in invading Russia, was herself 
the offender and was guilty of this offensive attempt 
at conquest over the remonstrance of several of the 
most powerful European members of the League, 
So far from being a just claimant for the protection 
of the League, Poland, by violating the spirit and 
letter of the covenant, had forfeited every right and 
equity of membership. It is fair to say, we believe 
that had Russia been other than she is—a menace to 
civilization and the openly avowed enemy of orderly 
government—had she been on anything like decent 
terms with the world, the League would have been 
obligated at the outset to go to Russia’s aid, if Russia 
needed it. 

A Poland bent on conquest and a Poland defending 
her territory and independence, however, are different 
situations. And though the League of Nations haa 
sent no troops to Poland, can Mr. Harding sincerely 
say that it has abandoned Poland? The truth fs, 
regardless of what Mr. Harding says, that the League 
of Nations has not deserted Poland, but, on the con- 
trary, the great European members of the League 
have declared that Poland shall not be destroyed, 
that the Poland recreated by the Versailles treaty 
shall be preserved. That pledge, it should be ob- 
served, is in no wise conditioned upon our entrance 
into the League. 

But if campaign burdens have prevented Mr. Hard- 


common knowledge, no explanation can be fashioned 
for his willful misconstruction of Article X. The per- 
sistence of the League’s enemies in reading into that 
provision a degree of obligation it does not con- 
tain, while the Senate was engaged solely in beating 
Wilson, may be understood. That was politics. But 
Mr. Harding, as a candidate for President, ought to 
rise above the level of pettifoggery to which the Sen- 
ate stooped. The time for telling the truth about the 
League covenant surely has arrived, and that much 
is the least to be expected from the candidates for 
our highest office. Mr. Harding has not done so. 
This latest speech of Mr. Harding’s is an “irre- 
deemable failure.”

On such a magazine, perpetuating the Reedy’s 
Mirror name, the Reedy traditions might be expected 
to have great weight, but it would never be the 
Reedy’s Mirror we have known, the Magazine of 
such stripé and flavor as to win a foremost place in 
the affections and intelligence of America. Reedy’s 
Mirror ended with Reedy. Why disguise the fact? 

After the pledge of the supreme, the dearest quality, 


It is as well that 
the graceful cup from which Reedy drank so gaily to 
the frailties and paradoxes of life and pledged his 
faith to certain great verities, is to be shattered. We 
may have no doubt as to the many perfumed memo- 
ries that will linger about its fragments.

FUNDAMENTALS OF CIVIO LIBERTY. 

Recent assaults on personal rights, including that 
of free speech, were the subject of ex-Senator A. J. 
Beveridge’s address before the American Bar Associa- 
tion. 

An assemblage of men deeply learned in the law, 
its history, its limitations, its. scientific aspects, its 
important relation to human progress, was pre-emi- 
nently the place for such a discussion. A partisan 
weighing of its phases only contributes to cheapened, 
distorted conceptions. 

The drag-net raids on aliens by the Department 
of Justice were condemned by Mr. Beveridge as con- 
ducive to injustice rather than justice. He deplored the 
introduction of the European theory of “guilt by as- 
sociation”—the theory that mere membership in some 
unapproved organization may be held an offense—in 
a country that has always heretofore clung to the 
principle that guilt must be personal. He showed 


how old repressive policies of England, in a period of | 


prolonged war, had fn part led to some of the guaran- 
tees of our system—guarantees which we in turn 
seemed to depart from during a state of war. He 
denounced restrictions on the right of free expres- 
sion, whether imposed through court procedure or 
the arbitrary act of a Postmaster-General, as not 
only the possible source of great wrong, but as 
contributing the very evils they are designed to 
control. 

With the cells of the Federal prisons occupied by 

many whose only crime was the exercise of what 
they thought was the privilege of uttering their opin- 
ions, surely no discussion could be more timely. With 
the Federal bureaucracy’s amazing growth, not mere- 
ly in personnel, but in the authority it assumes to 
wield, has come a need for guarding these rights 
more and more jealously. Acquiescence in their in- 
vasion at some points only establishes precedents for 
invading them at others. 
These popular guarantees are set forth in plain, 
easily-grasped language in the Constitution. A phase 
of the subject Mr. Beveridge did not touch on relates 
to the effect on many wondering minds of practices 
that seem to set them at naught. If Congress and 
high functionaries may make scraps of paper of them 
on plausible excuse, does it not tend to inculcate an 
impression that mere scraps of paper make up the 
entire body of the law? 

“We must stand for all American fundamentals—all, 
not some,” said the ex-Senator. “If one is prostrat- 
ed, all will fall.” To see that all are sustained in the 
full scope and liberality of our original heritage is one 
of the duties of citizenship, feminine as well as mas- 
culine.

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THE SPEED MARVEL OF THE CENSUS. 

Census statistics a couple of weeks ago showed 
Woodriver, Ill., as having made a gain of 4038.1 per 
cent in population, and the trophy was at once award- 
ed that city as the country’s champion scorcher by 
an overwhelming majority. The overwhelming ma- 
jority was wrong. Woodriver may furl its flag, muf- 
fle its drums, silence its ukelele and tip its toque to 
a swifter rival. 

The latest claimant for the national speed crown is 
the zinc mining town of Picher, Ok. This now has 
a registered population of 9676 and, but for certain 
thrifty reasons having to do with taxation, might 
easily have exceeded the 10,000 mark, according to 
rumor. As for the percentage of Picher’s expansion in 
this second decade, the science of mathematics cannot 
calculate it at all. 

Back in the lost world of 1910 Woodriver may have 
been an unpromising infant, but Picher, Ok., had not 
been born. It was slumbering dreamlessly in the un- 
suspecting oblivion of posterity. It was only so much 
Indian hay land. It wore a simple but rather be- 
coming gown of green in April and May, but that was 
its one brief essay at beauty. Under the pitiless suns 
of midsummer it fretted and fricasseed, after which 
it faded into the sallow monotony of dreary, wind- 
swept prairie. It was not until March 15, 1915, that 
a drill probed into zinc in the 40-acre tract of Chief 
Crawfish. And then the deluge. The pastoral calm 
departed. Entered Pandemonium, with all the “merry 
men of circumstance.” 

The hectic cradle days of that mining camp are 
dim, gray memories now. The tawn has grown in 
dignity and aspiration as well as in wealth and 
stature. Churches and schools, social and business 
organizations, cottages and bungalows, with here and 
there a statelier home—such are the signs and tokens 
of rooted citizenship and civic pride. A wholesome 
city is this Oklahoma speed marvel. The secretary 
of its Chamber of Commerce narrates its miracle in| 
prancing figures.

Richardson, a _ grocer, charging 
them to his father, and to a warn- 
ing that if such acts were persisted 
in the, boy would be sent to the re- 
form school. 

P, J. Spence, proprietor of the 
Commercial Hotel, and S. J. Horn. 
City Marshal,.said that the boy 
had sold them a preparation for use 
in gasoline for automobiles to pre- 
vent formation of carbon, with the 
explanation that hé was hungry and

The lat- 
ter were quiet and friendly with 
the peasants, who told the corre- 
spondent there was no looting or 
other violence and that women re- 
ceived every consideration.

U. S. Satisfied With Poles’ Attitude;

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—The 
United States, according to the view 
expressed today by a high official 
of the Government, will not insist 
upon specific statements regarding 
Poland’s intentions in its struggle 
with Bolshevik Russia. This Gov- 
ernment is satisfied, it was said, with 
Poland’s general denial of imperial- 
istic aims, and the general state- 
ment that Poland did not seek ter- 
ritorial aggression. 


It was stated authoritatively that

by France and Great Britain.” The 
British endeavor to prevent the Poles 
from entering Russia, even for mil- 
itary expediency, does not meet 
wholly with the approval of the 


United States, according to this of- | 


ficial view. On the other hand, it 
was declared that the willingness of 
France that Poland should acquire 
additional territory beyond the so- 
called ethnographic line, was not 
in accord with the position of the 
United States. 


The dispatching of the American 
armored cruiser Pittsburg to Dan- 
zig was taken solely with a view to 
the protection of American lives, 
property and rights, officials said. 
They pointed out that this Govern- 
ment had no intention of becoming 
involved in any military operation 
at Danzig, and was not fearful that 
any serious situation would arise to 
call for the use of allied force there.

Sources of the present flow in De- 
cember last were merely a series of 
cracks in the Kau desert’s surface. 
Today, as a result of the piling up 
of continually spouting lava, they 
have built a mountain several hun- 
dred feet high. So permanently has 
this mass altered the contour of the 
country that it has been officially 
named ‘‘Mauna Iki,” or “Little Moun- 
tain,’ to distinguish it from its 14,- 
090-foot-high voleanic neighbor, 
Mauna Loa, or “Big Mountain.” 

At Irregular intervals on the sum- 
mit of Mauna Iki are lakéeg of molten 
lava, fed by active fountains, which 
fling their flery streams over the 
banks to cascade down the hillside 
in angry, red cataracts. 

The lava flows have reached a 
series of deep pit craters 19 miles In 
one direction from their source. For 
generations these cratera have been 
the homes of the large white “bosun” 
or “frigate’’ birds, who now are 
driven to seek other nesting places. 
As. the advancing flows disposseas 
successive colonies of these birds, 
they fly out over the hot stream with 
piteous cries. 

Flow Expected to Increase. 

Constant observations are made by 
the staff of the volcano observa- 
tory but, as yet, it Is said to be irm- 
possible to form any conclusion as 
to when this process of earth-bulld- 
ing and earth-destroying will end. 
Volcano observers say that there is 
every ndication that as the year 
progresses towardg fall and winter, 
activity is likely to increase rather 
than diminish. 

For weeks the lava column in the 
crater of Kilauea, the supply base of 
the Kau desert flows, haa been sink- 
ing until it Is more than 200 feet be- 
low the rirn of the pit. This sinking. 
Say ooservers, is coming 
its season and will be followed by a 
rise of the lava column, which, !{t is 
Stated, will increase the Kau flows 
reaching the air on the crest of| 
Mauna Iki. ' 

Scientists express the opinion that 
the present Kau flows will reach thei 
sea within the next few months.

EVE-WITNESSES TELL 
OF MURDER OF CZAR 


Accounts of Killing of Russian 
Royal Family Are Published 
in London. 


By the Associated Preas. 

LONDON, Aug. 28.—All possible 
doubt that former Emperor Nicholas 
of Russia and his family were assas- 
sinated in the 
prison house at Ekaterinburg on the 


night of July 16, 1918, seems to be 
dispelled by the accounts of two in- 
dependent investigators which are 
published here. One is printed by 
the London Times and was written 
by its former Petrograd correspond- 
ent, Robert Wilton. The other ap- 
pears in the magazine Nineteenth 
Century and After, and is from the 
pen of Capt. Francis McCullagh of 
the British army, who, before the 
war, was a newspaper correspondent. 
Both spent several weeks at Ekater- 
inburg, and talked with natives and 
soldiers who witnessed the affair 
through the windows of the ill-fated 
house. The writers agree on the im- 
portant details of the story. , 

The victims of the massacre, they 
say, numbered 11, being the former 


'Emperor, his wife, son, four daugh- 
‘ters, Dr. Botkin and three servants. 


The assassination was arranged by 
Yurovski, the jailer, and was carried 
out by 12 soldiers. 

Said to Have Been Letts, 

The Times account says these men 
were Letts, but Capt. McCullagh de- 
clares they were Magyars, who had 
been placed on duty instead of a Rus- 
sian guard, because the Bolsheviki 
feared a Russian could not be trusted 
for the work. 

Capt. McCullagh’s story says all 
the doomed party, except Nicholas, 
were on their knees, crossing them- 
selves, as Yurovski shouted the or- 
der for the execution of ‘‘Nicholas 
Romanoff the bloody, and all his 
family.”’ The former Emperor then 
stepped quickly in front of his wife 
and children, saying something 
which could not be heard, and was 
shot by Yurovski. Then the re- 
mainder of the party was shot down 
with revolvers and later the soldiers 
bayonetted the bodies, he said. 

Boasts of Killings. 

Yurovski, who had been President 
of the Extraordinary Commission at 
Ekaterinburg, is declared to have 
boasted to Capt. McCullagh last 
March that he had condemned 60 
persons suspected of anti-Bolsheviki 
sentiments, and is quoted as saying: 

‘What are 60 men?” 

After the assassination of Nicholas 
and his family, Yurovski, it Is as- 
serted, hastened to Moscow to report 
the details to Nikolai Lenine, the 
Bolshevik Premier. According to 
Capt. McCullagh, he was promoted 
to be Commissioner of Life Insurance 
in the Province of Ekaterinburg, and 
occuples the most handsome house 
in town, which was confiscated from 
a merchant. Even the Bolsheviki of 
the city, however, are declared to 
shun him. 

On the square overlooked by Em- 
peror Nicholas’ last prison the Bol- 
shevik local government ig said to 
have placed a large sign, bearing 
the words: 

“Square of National Vengeance.” 


CHURCH WOMEN SELL FLAVORING

The women of St. John’s Metho- 
dist Church at Edwardsville are in a 
predicament.

A week ago the representative of 
an Illinois flavoring extract concern 
made the women of the Sewing Clir- 
cle a proposition whereby they might 


earn $50 for the fund by acting as 
distributing agents for the com- 
pany. The women accepted the of- 
fer and yesterday the first ship- 
ment of extracts arrived at Ed- 
wardsville. 

The women got busy and soon had 
sold quite a quantity. Then their 
enterprise received a jolt. It was 
discovered ‘that the flavoring ex- 
tract contained 10 per cent alcohol. 
The bottles were plainly labeled to 
that effect. 

The women concluded that they 
did not want to raise money for the 
church by selling anything alcho- 
holic. Now they want to know what 
they are going to do with the stock 
on hand. They are thinking of re- 
turning it to the company.

Anarchistic Rebellion Spreads to

today.

Muntefik, 35 miles north of Naseriye 


southeast of Tuz Kurmati, has been | 
occupied by tribesmen and an assist- 
ant political officer has been cap- | 
tured. 

The War Office announcement | 
further reported that Sherabah, 40 | 
miles south of Khanikan, where a. 
British garrison withstood repeated 
attacks, has been relieved by a col- 
umn from Khanikin, 80 miles north- | 
east of Bagdad. 

The statement confirms reports 
that Bolsheviki in Northwestern | 
Persia have received reinforcements | 
from Baku, the Caspian Sea and the |

ccla, and have assumed the offen- | 
sive, forcing the Persian Cossacks | 
to abandon Resht, near the seacoast. | 
The Cossacks were reported to have | 
lost heavily.

The War Office stated that there |

Another East Side Saloon Keeper 
Charged With Murder—Victim 
Refused to Name Assailant. 


A warrant charging murder was 
issued yesterday in East St. Louis 
against Thomas Timlin, 29 years 
old, of 335A Collinsville 
proprietor of a saloon at Twenty- 
first street and Piggott avenue, in 
connection with the killing of Sam- 
uel Jacobson, shot in his own sa- 
loon at Twenty-fifth and _ State 
streets.

Belleville’s Chicf Sourec of Revenue

Automobiles boosted the receipts 
of. the city of Belleville 
$7891.20 in the last quarter, ac- 
cording to a report made yes- 
terday by City Clerk G. H. Bei- 
neke, the receipts showed that $7525 
was paid for licenses for automobiles 
and motor cycles.

N EASTERN paper, in its column devoted to 
the lighter side of life, quotes a tourist in 
Dead Man’s Gulch as inquiring whether 
there have been many changes in the last 
year. To which Broncho Bob replies mo- 
rosely: 

“Yep; if vou see a ratilesnpake coming 
up the trail now you know it’s a sure enough rattle- 
snake.” 

Doubtless every community has experienced some 
change since the momentous July of last year. But 
nowhere has the alteration in the ordinary current of 
events been more noticeable than in the time-honored 
liquor joke of the comic press. The quips and. witty 
sayings based on bibulous amusements have complete- 
ly changed in tenor and it is entirely possible that 
a future generation may gaze blankly at Gibson's fa- 
mous cartoon entitled “For He's a Jolly Good Fellow,” 
and not grasp its meaning. 


Time was, a scant twelvemonth ago, when even the 
proverbs could be twisted into a witticism before the 
mahogany. “Never stay dry,’ “The wages of gin is 
breath,” and “There's many a drip ‘twixt the cup and 
the lip’ were some alcoholic adaptions. 

One of the favorite situations for the jokesmitb to 
create a year ago was that of the husband and wife at 
the theater. The husband was supposed to hear an 
imaginary fire engine that called him out between 
acts and, on his return, he would remark: 

“It wasn't fire, after all.” 

To which the wife would reply curtly: 

“No, and it wasn’t water, either.” 

Nowadays, this has been altered to the account of 
the wife, trying to keep up conversation with a yawn- 
ing spouse between the acts, remarking casually: 

“Scientists says that candy is supplanting the old 
eraving for liquor.” 

To which the husband returns wearily: 

“Well, | reckon I'll step out and get a couple of 
gum drops.” 

Another indication of changed times is afforded in 
the story of the old man at a gathering that once 
would have been festive, remarking sadly: 

“Yes, things is different. Nowadays the women get 
together and talk politics and the men gather in cor- 
ners and swap recipes.” 

One remarkable feature is the fact that many of the 
witticisms developed since July, 1919, would have been 
meaningless before that time. The remark of the Colo- 
nel, when asked if a drink of liquor tasted good, and 
who replied that any liquor that didn't kill you was 
good nowadays, depeaded on the Volstead act for its 
humor. Of course, it Was an adaptation of that gen- 
eration-old remark about all whisky being good, but 
some being better than others. 


The numerous jokes about the sudden fancy devel- 
oped for raisins have also originated in the last year. 
So did the anecdote about the Judge who remarked 
complacently that he was no longer bothered with cases 
of intoxication in his court, and who was told by the 
court policeman that all the drunks were taken direct 
to the morgue nowadays. 

These yarns would have conveyed nothing before the 
prohibition crusade. And if this is the case, what will 
become of the time honored witticisms that have been 
enjoyed by so many in the past? 

It may happen that a future generation, turning back 
to some old file of the comic papers, will come upon 
that tale of the man walking home rather unsteadily 
in the early light of dawn and seeing a street cleaner 
turning the tap on top of a fireplug with his monkey 
wrencb. At which the pedestrian remarks thickly: 

“Aba! So vou're the feller that’s turning this street 
around, hey?” 

This may cause some of our descendants to pause 
and puzzle it out for themselves. There was never any 
doubt in the mind of the present generation as to the

When 
she hurried to the banisters to ask whether her hus- 
band had smashed the aquarium, a thick voice re- 
plied: 

“Yes: Ill teach those goldfish to snap at me.” 

This had a companion yarn in the story of the man 
who tiptoed his way into the bedroom and, upon hear- 
ing his wife stir, paused at the cradle and commenced 
to rock it vigorously. When bis awakened spouse de- 
manded to know what he was doing, he replied: 

“I've been rocking this child for two hours to get 
him to sleep.” 

Whereupon he received the information that the baby 
had been in bed with its mother ever since nightfall. 

This, of course, is kindred to the tale of the 
wife who demanded what the noise was in the hall.

A well-meaning friend 
pulled him by the coat.

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Consequences of Drastic Attempts at Weight Reduction 


Should Be Warning to All 


Women who endeavor to lessen avoirdu 
pois by drugs or by violent exer- 
eise during brief vacation period 
not. only fail of purpose but often 
do themselves lasting injury — 
Dieting, exercise and time a sure 
remedy for obesity, says authority 
on subject t + + + ¢

HERE is no roval road from corpulence 
to a slim figure—-nor is there any route 
to slenderness on which short cuts can 
he taken. 

The stout woman, whether portly ma- 
tron or debutante with a tendency to- 
wards embonpoint, should realize that 

she must spend as much time to take off weight as was 
reguired to put it on, and that this slow elimination 
of tissue is only the first step, if the cure for her obes 
ity is to be permanent 

This is the opinion ot Ur. Charles W. Bassett, the 
first physical supervisor of the old Missouri Athlett 
Club, now the M. A. A, who in the many years he 
was connected with that institution made a ¢lose 
study of methods in reducing both men and women 

iMifforts to reduce too rapidly constitute avery 
present menace to the health of any person, states the 
doctor, and he holds up as one example the woman with 
wrinkled yet puffy face, lowered vitality and per- 
manentiy injured health, who has endeavored to cut 
her weight speedily by the use of drugs. I.ess serious 
but equally fruitless is the effort of the woman who has 
worked conscientiously but misguidedl) at healthful 
exercise, only to find herself increase instead of de 
crease in avoirdupois 

Proper exercise, combined with a suitable diet, is the 
only sure way to permanent reduction, says Dr. Bassett 

When the last horse races were run over the old 
Delmar track in the spring of 1905, one of the leading 
jockeys was a voung boy, who, without having te re 
duce, could ride at 80 pounds. He was one of the best 
jockeys at the track 

In the 15 vears that have elapsed this boy has grown 
to manhood under a steady and severe regimen of re 
duction tle can still ride at 115 pounds, and Is re 
garded as one of the best jockeys in the East. Due to 
his skillful bandling, the first great race of the vear 
was won by an outsider over a Western track 

This still young man made a success of his pro- 
fession. But he has done it at a cost of his physica! 
being. tle is now prematurely aged, with the wrinkled 
fact of a man thrice his vears, stunted in growth, list- 
less from oft-repeated courses in reduction and sure to 
increase enormously in girth and weight, without an 
accompanying restoration of vigorous health, as soon 
us he drops his drastic training methods and gives na 
ture a chance to partially assert itself. 

These same effects in a modified form are visible in 
the woman who tries to lose her extra poundage by 
undue methods 

Dr. Bassett groups reduction methods, as generally 
followed, into four systems-—-drugs, baths, diet and 
exercise 

Of these, a sensible combination ot diet and exercise 
alone is effective, he thinks, if the well being of the 
patient is to be considered 

Drugs he would eliminate altogether except such re 
ognized portions of the pharmacopeia as are necessary 
for physics and needful treatment of the body, as in 
normal medical practice 

To baths for reducing purposes he gives a qualified 
indorsement Cabinet baths, where the head of the 
patient is in fresh air and where the pulse can be 
examined to see there is no atrain on the heart, are 
of value, he says 

The Turkish bath is not worthy to be considered an 
American institution, he adds It was devised by a 
people that despise physical effort, and, through the 
very nature of some of the steps in such a bath, it is 
unsanitary through lack of ventilation, he considers 

“! have never seen a Turkish bath that was properly 
ventilated.” he said emphatically, when discussing the 
matter of reduction. “The steam rooms of necessity 
have to be kept closed and they quickly become filled 
with poisonous impurities. Their excessive tempera 
ture often affects the heart 

The popularity of the Turkish bath here was large 
iv developed in the days of heavy drinking when an 
intoxicate’? man could enter such a place and, to use 
the accepted phrase, boil himself out. The fact that his 
body suffered from the vitiated air and that the “Doil 
ing out” process also forced impurities from the liquor 
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info his system, never seemed to count, in the opinion 
of the inebriate, against the immediate results 

“Fat is not an indication of health nor need it mean 
strength. But a slight excess in weight need not be 
considered a drawback. In my experience in handling 
football players, I never objected to seeing them slight- 
lv overweight. With the system in order, a healthy 
excess of the sort, in both men and women, can become 
“« sort of reserve in case of ill health. Eight or ten 
pounds overweight is no cause for alarm 

“The person in perfect condition—like a football 
player or ‘prize fighter keved up for some big contest 
is, to my mind, less able to resist the attack of sume 
such disease as typhoid than the person with a slight 
excess of weight. The perfectly trained person is at 
the very apex of physical condition Any change 
means slipping backward a bit. You may have noticed 
that wrestlers who expect a long-drawn match usualls 
enter the ring overweight. They count on losing much 
of this in a protracted struggle. The man with a little 
excess weight can stand the longer strain 

“Women should not expect to retain at the age of 40 
the figure they had at 16 or 20. Nature did not intend 
this nor did she intend the body to become a mountain 
of fat. 

“Lack of exercise and overeating cause mach of the 
overweight today. The fat person cannot be accused 
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One of the class organized by a Chicago phy- 
sician to reduce surplus flesh by 
rational exercise and diet. 
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of gluttony and sloth, however, simply because of ex- 
cess weight. The woman confined to an office may 
take on weight in spite of herself. 

“The first thing to realize is the proper diet. Nearly 
everyone knows nowadays that the starchy and sugary 
type of food, heavy breads, pastries and candies had 
better be left alone while dieting. But few seem io 
realize that we often get accustomed to eating too much 
We do not rise from the table until we have a sense of 
fullness. This fullness is not necessary. A little ex- 
periment in rising from the table before the appetite 
is apparently fully satisfied would show that the sense 
of satisfaction with the amount eaten would come in 
a few minutes. 

“So general is this habit of eating until the sense 
of fullness is developed that physicians who handle 
cases of weight reduction sometimes cater to it by 
prescribing foods which give the sense of fullness with- 
out the accompanying weight-building effect. Spinach, 
water cress and beet greens can be used for this pur 
pose. They are low in calories and nutrition 

“! have known women, honestly thinking they were 
dieting themselves, avoid a regular lunch and take a 
glass of malted milk with some syrupy flavoring at a 
soda fountain. This actually contains more calories 
than a comparatively heavy meal. <A _ person doing 
light brain work can get along nicely on 2700 to 3200 
calories daily. Consumption of 500 to 1000 calories 
more than is needed is common. This has to be thrown 
out of the system, the excretory organs are overworked 
and part is laid by in excess fat. 

“Any physician or physical instructor can lay down 
a routine of exercise and a proper diet, according to 
the individual case. Many fail to warn the patient 
against undue haste, however. | would not advise the 
average person to work for a reduction of more than 
’ pounds per month. Nature will adjust itself to the 
effort in a slow but stead? reduction. A Woman who 
has grown fat slowly should expect to spend the same 
length of time taking it off. And she must realize if 
she plunges back into her old ways that fat will ac 
cumulate again. 

“An incident was related to me, when racing was 
going on in St. Louis, of a well-known horse trainet 
who had tried to reduce a jockey to a low weight so 
he could ride a certain horse. The boy was reduced

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OME new and highly interesting ideas about the 
treatment of the teeth are set forth by Dr. Al- 
bert Westlake of New York in the Medical Rec- 
ord. Speaking of pyorrhea, he says that a youth 
from 19 to 26 or a girl from 16 to 21 years of age, whose 
gums show a line of redness about the margin, is sure 
to have that disease within 15 years unless they fol- 
low the vigilant fules of oral and body hygiene. 


In his 32 years of active practice he has never seen 
@ case of true pyorrhea in which the bowels acted free- 
ly and regularly. 

After describing his method of operating on a case 
of pyorrhea, he says it leaves the gums sensitive for a 
few days, and the diet must be of soft food. “Natural- 
ly,” he adds, “the toothbrush ie looked upon with 
dread; therefore a substitute is suggested. A piece of 
cheesecloth or cotton rolled off the finger may be 
used, or the skin of an orange or lemon. A strip of 
skin of the grapefruit is an excellent abrasive used 
as one would a stick of sugarcane or an orange Stick.” 


As a mouth wash, Dr. Westlake highly graises lemon, 
orange or grapefruit juice, followed by a glass of clear 
water, “Citric fruit juices,” he says, “are especially 
effective if the skin and pulp are crushed together in a 
orcelain bowl], as in that way the vitamine. antiscor- 
butic and antineuritic elements are retained. The usual 
reparation for a wash is about five parts of water to 
‘wo of fruit juice. The reason why lémon juice ‘sets 
the teeth on edge’ is because fits action clears the mucin 
plaques from the teeth. The alkaline saliva is auto- 
matically stimulated by fruit acids. 


“The dentist. can restrain the decay of teeth, dis- 
eases of the gums and the Infected areas of some roots, 
but these inhibitory treatments do not insure immunity 
from recurrence if dental and body hygiene are neg- 
lected.

HILDREN rarely have real indigestion. They 

often have a rebellion of the stomach or bowels 

against too much food, too much of one kind of 

food or food that is bad, but a chronic disease of 
the digestive organs is uncommon, and when it comes 
its cause is usually to be sought elsewhere. Diseased 
tonsils or teeth are likely to cause it. 

In an address to the American Medical Association 
Dr. John Lovett Morse, professor of pediatrics at 
Harvard Medical School, spoke of other causes and the 
best method of treating them. . 

“Overfatigue,” he said, “is an even more common 
cause of chronic disturbances of digestion in childhood 
than are diseases outside the digestive tract. The whole 
difficulty in many instances is due to overplay, over- 
study, overexcitement or too late hours. The removal 
of these causes will almost at orice result in the disap- 
pearance of the indigestion. Until these causes are 
removed, however, no improvement, or very little, can 
be expected, even with the most rigid attention to the 
details of feeding.

Dr. Morse said that in the treatment of children 
there was no place for any of the meditines that are 
given to aid digestion. It was merely a matter of 
ascertaining what particular food was causing the 
trouble, cutting that down to the limit of toleration 
and substituting other things for it. When there was 
a rebellion against some certain article of diet, it was 
usually the result of eating too much of it.

foot,” defenseless in a noose at the end of a rope. 
‘here was a time when the city lad didn’t know one 
bird from another and was likely to go trapping fot 
ingfishers in Forest Park. There was a time when 
the city boy enjoyed the thrills of trail breaking and 
yathfinding and fighting his way against savage crea- 
tures in the wild, through reading the exploits of 
Daniel Boone, Kit Carson and Davy Crockett; when he 
felt the exaltation of chivalry and knighthood only 
vicariously through the exploits of knighthood in the 
novels of Sir Walter Scott, the annals of Sir Arthur's 
court. There was a_ period 
when little or no organized 
outlet was provided for the 
average city boy for his inher- 
ent craving for-adventure and 
romance unless he sought it 
in gangs in dark, unwhole- 
some city byways or broke 
away singly from family ties 
and guidance and ran away to 
sea or other fascinating places ff 
of the earth. Slse 
But all that is done away 
with now that any boy who 
has the patience to wait until 
he is 12 years old may join 
the Boy Scouts. Boyhood has 
come into its own again, and 
through this merciful agency 
he is rescued from dread mol- 
lycoddleism. Indeed, the full- 
fledged Boy Scout who has 
progressed through some of 
the degrees of the order may be 
able to teach the farmer boy 
some things he doesn’t know

the feats a Boy Scout can perform. 
lt is good to observe that, though 
civilization may have been neglecting 
some of the essential requirements 
of boyhood, it has not succeeded in 
starving utterly the natural instincts 
of boys for knowledge and experience 
of life in the open, nor subdued the 
heritage from their pioneer forefa- 
thers to endure hardship, nor obscure 
essential resources of courage, loy 
alty, honor, humane instinct. Most 
gratifyingly and impressively is this 
fact brought home at Roosevelt Cam), 
near Irgndale, where this summer 
837 boys have crowded one another 
for the privilege of living in the open, 
fending for themselvés, obeving rules 
which, though scout made, in many 
Cases exact sacrifice and restraint.

tesy and kindly deeds. Indeed, it is beyond a mere 
woman of another generation to begin to enumerate 
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Two thousand dollars a year are as- 
sured for the maintenance and equipment 
of the camp, these funds being derived 
from payment for scout services on many 
occasions, payment always going to the movement, 
never to the individual scouts. A swimming pool is a 
dream likely to be realized soon, though it will have to 
be provided through special donations. Meantime, 
woodcrafters among the boys are enthusiastically con- 
structing many improvements. Already they have 
bridged many stream crossings, built observation tow- 
ers and erected a stadium which seats 600. In the 
middle of the stadium games are played, stunts per- 
formed and at night the big camp fire is built, round 
which tall tales are told, for your scout can cap ancient 
lore, such as a campfire inspires, with tales of daily 
adventure, and he is encouraged to put into words de- 
scriptions of his experiences. 

Tents are the only means of shelter, for it is de- 
sired that the boys spend as much time as possible in 
the open. The camp opens the week school closes and 
breaks up the first week in September.
